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To All who are Lovers of the Souls of thoſe 
for whom Chriſt Dyed. 


HAT there are ſuch even in this Fro- 
zen Ape and Country, and who being 
of a Publick Spirit, are not only Able 
but Willing, to do any thing they can 
be made ſenſible will be for a Common Good, is 
co be hop'd, or at leaftwiſe to be wiſh'd. But that 
which is the chiefeſt of all Goods, the Cultivating 
the Minds and Manners of Men with Divine Knows- 
ledge, and Chriſtian Vertues, ſeems not to bethought 
of, however not to be promoted by ſuch proper and 
immediate Methods as it ea{ily might. Schools and 
Colleges (God be prais'd) we have ſufficient to ſend 
as out Labourers for the Vineyard; and from thence 
there come more than enough to ſupply all the 
Cures of the Kingdom. Bur alas, when they are 
come Abroad, there are ſcarce one Third of our 
Parochial Pzeferments which can enable our 
Clergy to furniſh themſelves with thoſe neceſſary 
helps, whereby they may be ſerviceable in any toles 
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rable meaſure to the good of Souls : And yet I find 
A 2 few

few do caſt their Eyes upon this ſort of Charity, the 
railing of Libraries for chi End and Purpoſe. 

But whatever others may think of it, to me this 
ſeems to be a prime part of Chyiſttan Charity ; 
and the moſt wanted too in this Kingdom ; And il 
doubt not but it will in like manner appear to all 
others, who will but conſider theſe following Parti- 
clars ; ; namely, 

I, That as the Soul of Man is Infinitely more 
valuable than the Body, ſo that Charity which goes 
towards the TRE | the Minds and Manners of 
Men with Divine Knowledae and Chriſtian Graces, 
whereby they may be made. meet to be Partakers of the 
Inheritance of the Saints in Light, muſt needs be of a 
far more exalted Nature, than,chat which Termi- 
nates only upon the welfare of this Mortal Life. 

IT. That by an exact Scrutiny into the Value of 
our Livings, it- will be. found, that there are 200 
Pariſhes, and upwards, in England, Wales, and 
the Jile of Man, Endow'd with not above Ten 
Pounds per 4Annum for the maintenance of a Miniſter, 
with which Proviſion it 1s utterly Impoſſible he 
ſhould furniſh himſelf with Books, whereby he 

might be able to give thoſe Souls, committed to his 


Charge, due Inſtruftions in all the meer Neceſvaries 
to Salvation. 
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HI. It will therefore follow, that thoſe Perſons 
who abound in this World's Goods, and eſpecially 
whom Providence ſeems in a more peculiar manner 
to have deſign'd to be Publick BenefaQtors to Man- 
kind, by giving,'em good Eſtates, without Heirs to 
enjoy their'Riches; ic will therefore follow, I ſay, 
that ſuch will. approve. themſelves both to God and 
Man, moſt Divinely Charitable; who ſhall be- 
' flow ſome of the forementioned Libraries for the 
perpetual Uſe of the Miniſters of ſuch Places, in ors 
der to Capacitate them to ſave the Souls of Men. 

IV. As by this means ſuch Charitable Perſons 
will become at a ſecond hand, and in an Inferiox 
__ as it were, Apoſtles to the World, by Preach- 

g through the Momb of theſe Miniſters to the 
Prop le, and will have a ſhare in all the Converſions 
which ſhall be made in ſuch places to all ſucceeding 
Generations ; ſo to induce em thereunto they need 
no more than to meditate upon thoſe words of the 
Prophet, Dan. 1 2. 3. They that are wiſe, or, Teach- 
ers, as It is in the Original, ſhall ſhine as the Brightneſs 
of the Firmament, and they that turn many to Righteouſneſs, 
as the Stars for ever and ever. 

I ſhall not enlarge on theſe Particulars, I think 
they carry their own Evidence along with em, all 
of 'em, except the ſecond, and a little Info] 1oht Into 
the oreſent State of the Clergy, will make that © ap- 


pear to be matter of Fact. And the reſt need no H ; 
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luſtration. And now if the Caſe of the Church in 
this Nation be really fo, I conjure all thoſe who love 
to ſee the Image of God, Imprinted upon the Souls of 
Men,to furniſh,as our Plantations abroad, fo our poor 
Vicaridges at home, with what may enableusto erace 
that Ignorance, and Barbarity, thoſe Brutiſh Man- 
ners, and Paganiſh Yices and Cuſtoms, which do to 
this day ſo hideouſly deform the greateſt part of Man- 
kind. We cannot now work Miracles, nor is Inſpi- 
ration any part of our Talent; but we are left to 
the ordinary Means to fit our ſelves for this great 
Work of Converting the World ; namely, the come 
mon meaſures of God's Holy Spirit, accompanying 
our hard Study. But how can they Study who 
have not Books to read 2 Thoſe who were never 
pinch d with narrow Preferments may not be ſenſtble 


| of this want, becauſe they have been able to furniſh 


themſelves ſufficiently with Books. But thoſe 
whoſe Incoms from the Church never enabl'd *em 
to purchaſe the fourth part of the Authors they have 
occaſion to peruſe, in order to diſcharge the ordina- 
ry Duties of cheir Miniſtry, can ſpeak feelingly in 
this matter. 

I know there is nothing a more a common Teſt 
than the Poverty, and Ignorance of the Poor Clergy 
in Wales, and the Northern parts of this Kingdom ; 
but this Jeſt in my Opinion, is the Nations ſhame, 


who provide not better for 'em. And provide 'em 


but 
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but with Books, and they would be neither Ignorant, 
Poor, nor Scandalous ; not Ignorant, for Books do by 
an immediate Caulality remove that Imputation; not 
fo very Poor as now,tor I have known Good Men,and 
Lovers of Learning kept nnder hatches all their life 
time,chiefly by their being Bookiſhly given, and in- 
debted to Book<(ellers; nor Scandalous,for I know that 
many whoſe Immoralitiesi are ſaid to be a Reproach 
to their Fun&tion,who yet in all probability had ne- 
ver become ſuch Men, if they had been poſleſsd of 
Good Books, wherewith they might have employ d 
their time in reading ; for want of which it is, that 
ſome perhaps may have ſought their Diverſion in 
Ale-houſes, and in a Santring way of Life; 

 Butalaſs! The want of Books is not of the tenth 
part of that ill Conſequence, as it affe&ts the Mini- 
ſter, to what it is, as it affe&ts the People, If it 
could only be confiderd as affefting the former, it 
would be but a Private, and Single Misfortune ; but 
ſince it cannot but extreamly much affect the latter, 
it is a Publick Calamity, For why ? Where the Prieſts 


Lips cannot preſerve, cannot procure Knowledge, how 


ſhould the People ſeek the Law at his Mouth > And alas 
where Ignorance, and Darkneſs Uniyerſally Reign 
in any part of the World, and the People are deſtis 
tute of Divine Knowledge,innumerable are the Mi- 
ſeries, and dreadful are the Sins, which Reign in ſuch 
places ; Between Superſtition,and Atheiſm ſuch Peo- 


ple 


5) 
ple are equally divided. Fornications, and Adulte- 
ries are accounted but the common Infirmities of their 
oreat ones, and Perjuries in the Courts of Judica- 
rureareg part of the Services they exact of their In- 
feriors: And to be Sons of Violence is common to 
all; for as was ſeen in our former Ages of Igno- 
rance in this Nation, and is ſtill the Conſtitution of 
Barbarous Countries elſewhere, the Great Ones 
with their Followers are no better than Publick Rob- 
bers, ever and anon making Ravages upon ſome 
Neghbouring Petty Lord, - and his Vaſlals, and all 
of *em a ſort of tollerated Banditty continually Prey- 
ing, and being Prey d upon by each other.Such, and 
many others are the Violations of Juſt and Right, 
of God's Laws, yea and of the very ' Laws of Na- 
ture, which ariſe from this bitter Fountain of Igno- 
rance of the true Nature of God, and of Religion”; 
whereas on the other: ſide, unſpeakable are the Be- 


nefits conſiſting in Juſtice, Mercy and Peace; in 


Piety towards God, and well ordered Aﬀections as 
ro our ſelves, where, by means of an Intelligent, 
Pious, and Induſtrious Clergy (thoſe great Bene» 
faftors to Mankind) the People are throughly en- 
lightned with the Knowledge of God, and the true 
Nature of Pure and Undefiled Religion, as it is in James 
127 (2422! 
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I ſay, of Pure and Undefiled Religion, a Religion 
thar is unmixt with the Alloys of meer Syſtemarical, 
and Precarious Tenets on tne one hand, or Superſti- 
tious, and Idolatrous Uſages on the other. And 
ſuch is the Conſtitution, as near as can be, of this 
licle Catalogue, which follows. It is Compos'd 
of ſuch Pious Mens Works, who have Imbib'd their 
Principles from our Church Catechiſm, and in writ- 
ing conſonantly to that, 1 am ſure they cannot Err 
either to the Right, or to the Left in Religion. And 
becauſe I would rather deſire to fee ſuch Libraries 
fixt in thoſe Poor places for which I am ſo Zealous, 
than any one Good I can wiſh for the Church, I have 
made up the Catalogue of ſuch Books for the moſt 
part, as have their Authors now living, or are at 
leaſtwiſe moſt eaſily acquirable, being Common, 
and in our Engliſh Tongue, 

And {ince I have afſlum'd to my ſelf co be an Ad- 
yocate in the behalf of my Poor Brechren, and their 
reſpeQtive Flocks ; let me intreart ſuch of our Digni- 
fyd Autbors, who have written ſo Piouſly, and Des 
votionally, to exemplifie the ſincerity of that Spirir, 
which does appear in their Writings, by beſtowing 
of their Books to the ptrpoſes for which I here Soli- 
cite 'em. And alſo I do earneſtly requeſt our Richer 
Citizens, who by many, and repeated Providential 
Hitts have been advanced to great Fortunes ; and 


do therefore peculiarly owe grateful Returns to God, 
B n 
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to think upon this of Beſtowing Little Libraries 
Inftrudtive in the Eſſentials of Chriſtianity, as the 
moſt Natural, and Adapted way whereby they can 
reſtific ſuch cheir Grativude : Bur above all, I muſt 
delire thoſe, ** Whom Providence, as [ ſaid before, 
m | ſeems i in a more peculiar manner to have deft 2nd 
* to be Publick BenefaGtors ro Mankind, by giving 
em good Eſtates without Heirs to enjoy their 
* Riches; particularly I defire them to conſider this 
matcer, and that by this means they would make to 
themſelves Friends in Heaven of the Mammon of Wn- 
righteouſneſs, rather than like David's Fool, heap to 
themſelves Riches, not knowing who ſhall gather ow, 
And that inſtead of being fooliſhly Solicitous to and 
out ſome one, from x wag might call their Lands after 
own Name (fondly thinking that by this means, their 
Houſes ſhall continue for ever, aud their D welling-places 
zo all Generations) that they would rather þy ſuch 
Charity to the Souls of Men, as 1s here —_ 
provide that their Names may be written in the Book of 
Life, thence never to be obliterated. And indeed [ 
mult not pals by any of thoſe, whole ample For. 
runes ſhal] enable 'em, or Pious Souls ſhall encline 
em to imitate their Great Maſter in doing good, 
without minding 'em of the Excellency and Uſes 
#ilneſs of this ſort of Chariy. 

Now our Ancient F dunders of Colleges, 
thoſe Brave, Large, and Elevated Souls! General» 
ty expreſs d their peculiar T endernels to their Native 
Country 
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Country, or to thoſe places of abode, to which 


they owed moſt, by qualifying Perſons of ſuch Dio- 
ceſles, or Counties reſpe&ively, for the benefit of 
their Foundations. And the ſame Method of Chas 
rity I ſhall here adventure to recommend to thoſe, 
I do now Addreſs. Let ſuch whoſe Conditions 
(hall enable 'em to beſtow one, two, or more of 
theſe Diminutive Libraries,caſt their Pitying Eyes upon 
thoſe Ten Pound (wracies, whether Pariſhes or Chap- 
pelries, near unto 'em, and extend their Benefactis 
ons in this way toas many of em, as their Circum- 
ſtances ſhall enable em, Bur as for thoſe whoſe 
Worldly Acquiſitions are very great, and can render 
themſelves a Bleſſing to whole Provinces ; let them 
look towards UUales, the Ffle of Man, and 
other Northern parts of this Kingdom. And in- 
deed it is a matter of fad Conſideration to ſce how 
Barbarous, and Ignorant thoſe places now mention- 
ed, do ſtill remain, notwithſtanding that the Goſpel 
ſhines in other parts of the Nation with a Meridian 
Brightneſs ; the reaſon is the ſmall Proviſion made for 
itsEncouragement in thoſeParts, whereas in all reaſon 
the greateſt Encouragement ought to begiven there, 
where Nature is moſt unkind, and uninviting, to 
Ballance the Inconveniences thereof. And I am ve- 
rily perſuaded, that if Books were fixt in thoſe parts, 
as ungrateful as is the Climate, Men of Worth 
would follow them, it being natural for Perfons 

B 2 who 
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who are Lovers of Knowledge and Religion, to 
value all Places alike where Religion and Learning 
do flouriſh. 

Nor let any be diſcouraged from beſtowing theſe 
Books, out of fear they ſhould be Imbezel'd, Loſt, 
or Converted to a Private Uſe, for there may be 
ſufficient Care taken to ſecure them through all the 
Succeſſion of Miniſters in ſuch Places; iſt. By 
Lettering 'em on the Covers to what Pariſh they be- 
long. 2dly, By making Regiſters of *em to be left 
with the Biſhop, and his Arch-Deacons, in whoſe 
Juriſdi&tions ſuch Places ſhall happen to be. And 
3dly, By the Yearly Viſitation of the Arch-Deacon, 
or of ſuch of the Clergy whom he ſhall Depute to 
ſee that they be not Imbezel'd, Loſt, or Spoil'd. 
After all theſe Precautions, there ſeems no place for 
the leaſt fear they ſhould be ever Loſt. Bur if they 
ſhould be any wiſe Alienated, by the meer Letter- 
ing of them, they may as eaſily be diſcovered, and 
own'd, as any Living Creature by its Ear-mark. 

And now I only deſire ſuch ro whom I Apply, to 
conſider, how Comfortable, how Joytul ic will be 
to thoſe Pious and Charitable Perſons we have al- 
ready found upon this occaſion ; and to thoſe who 
{hall add themſeles to the number ; I defire ſuch to 
conſider what a Jubile it will be to them, when the 
Judge of all the World ſhall fit upon his Auguſt 
Tribunal, ſurrounded with Angels ; and when the 


Regiſter 
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Regiſter of all Mens A@tions ſhall be o pen'd, to 
hee the Record of this their Love to God, we Pi- 
ty to the Souls of Men publickly read, Angels and 
Saints applauding them. 

And indeed if any are Piouſly Aulivion of the 
Higheſt Stations in the Kingdom of Glory, of be- 
coming Courtiers, and Favourites to King of kings; 
it is Profeſſedly and Sincerely my Oppinion, that 
next to what the Apoſtles did to Evangelize the 
World.; Such Charities as theſe, which have the 
moſt Immediate, and Dire Tendency to Converc 
Mankind to God, will be the moſt ready way to 
Recommend, and Qualifie a Pious Soul for ſuch a 
Dignity: And I think I have the Authority of an 
Infallible Teſtimony for what I ſay, for which reas 
ſon I muſt again repeat it, They that are wiſe, or 
Teachers, ſhall ſhine as the Brightneſs of the Firmas 
ment, and they that turn many to Righteouſneſs, as the Stars 
for ever and ever,
